Declares Present Is Period for Over- 
throw of Capitalistic System 

Zurich. — According to reports re- 
ceived here from Moscow the “inter- 
national communist congress” there 
has decided to convoke the first con- 
gress of “a new revolutionary inter- 
national.” The cqmmunist congress, 
it is stated, has drafted a manifesto 
setting forth a program based upon 
the programs of the German Sparta- 
can party and the Russian commun- 
ist and Bolsheviki parties. 

The document declares the present 
is the period for the- overthrow of 
the world’s capitalistic system, and 
European culture with it. The task 
of the proletariat today, it argues, is 
to take over governmental power 
which must be placed in the hands of 
a dictatorship constituted* by the 
class of small workers, peasants and 
agricultural laborers, This dictator- 
ship, it is declared, ‘must immediately 
expropriate capitalism and suppress 
private property, transferring it to 
the state. The first measure to that 
end, it is said, must be the disarsfia- 
ment of the bourgecise and _ its 
agents and the arming of the pro- 
Jetariat which will have to begin an 
open armed conflict against the rul- 
‘ing power—capitalism.
